^ Philadelphia, Feb. 12 — With the ex- 
pectation of hearing Qeorge F. Baer, 
ipresldent of the Reading company. 

make the closing argument against 
.the demands of the miners the largest 
'erowd that has yet Jammed Into the 
United States riiciiit court room was 
(present when the coal strike comrals- 
Mpn opened Its session. Former Con- 
iglressman Wolverton, the principal 
'counsel for the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron company, con- 
iCluded hl.s argument. Mr. Wolverton 
'presented an array of figures tending 
Ito show that the average earnings ot 
the contraet miners o( the Reading 
company are higher than the average 
contract miners of most of the sklllec! 
workmen of the state. He also op- 
posed the demand for an 8-hour day. 
I because It would reduce the output ol 
the mines, and also would reduce the 
present wages of the men. Reverting 
to the wage question, Mr Wolverton 
said that if an increase in wages Is 
decided upon It should not be a horl- 
sontal one. but should be on a sliding 
scale basts. 

When Mr. Wolverton conrhnlrd Mr. 
Baer read a carefully prepareii argu- 
jnent. 

/President Baer oonceded the right 
0^ men to organise fbr any lawful pur- 
pose. Combinations of capital and la- 
bor, he said, each must keep within 
the law. The lawlessness In the coal 
regions, ho held,, was the direct result 
of mistaken theories a»%o the rights 
of mine workers, and the leaders of 
the organization he held responsible 
for the situation they created. He 
charged that the leaders intended to 
eaioree their demands by threatened 
destruction of the mines, well know- 
ing that If pumping ceased the mines 
would be destroyed. The public is 
now suffering for want of fuel, due to 
the cessation of work in the anthra- 
cite fields for five months. 

Continuing, Mr. Baer said: "Many 
good men have foiind fault with ns for 
not making an agreement with the 
United Mine Workers of America. All 
of the operators were asked to meet 
la eonTsntion with a view to adopting 
a uniform scale. The conditions of 
employment are not always the same. 
Our chief objection to this organisa- 
tion was that it was a foreign organ- 
isation, interested In a rival and com- 
Pftitlve business. Wo never could see 
the wisdom of permitting the bltrim- 
Inous coal miners to injt ct thein.«elvP3 
into the anthracite mining situation. 
It has proved to b« Just as miscblev- 
oaa as we believed It would be." 

Mr. Baer contended that the United 
Mine Workers have created a monster 
monopoly. To support the strike they 
taxed the bituminous miners and 
members of other labor organisations. 
Owners of bituminous mines, he aver- 
red, also contributed to the strike 
fund, in the hope of gain. The result 
was that the prices of both hard and 
soft coal mtire than doubled, to the 
^reat suffering of the public. The rec- 
ords show, said Mr. Baer, that every 
honest effort was made to show the 
miners that their demands for a UOl* 
form scale was unjust. 

CIvfe Federation ScerMl. 

Mr. Baer continued : "We iQft 
them, as they requested, before toe 
National Civic Feih ration Of (jabor, 
and discussed the whole sltuatioa* At 
tha ■agrestion of the olviie federaiHon 
a committee of our employes and 
operators was appointed to further 
consider the sul)ject and report to a 
meeting of the federation, to 6e called 
by its chairman. When we parted. It 
was with the distinct undarataadlng 
that we should report to the elvie fed- 
eration the result of our conference. 
To our amazement the civic federa- 
tion, for reasons of Its own, was never 
<^nvened to hear our report. They 
deserted the cause they had espous- 
ed." The speaker contended that the 
testimony offered the strike comi^ls- 
aUm justified tha paalUoa of tha fsoal 
operators. 

Mr. fiaer then presented this prop<^ 
altlon: "That the rate of wages now 
paid shall be the minimum basis for 
the next three years; that from the 
first of November to the first of April. 
190S, for each 6 cents in excess of 
14.60 per ton on the average price 
realised for white ash coat in the har> 
l^r of New York, on all sizes above 
Pfa, wages shall be adva,nced 1 per 
aent; the wages to rise or fj^U } per 
aent ^or each 6 cents iqcraasa de- 
crease In prices, but they shall never 
fall during the next three years below 
the present basis. The average price 



for each n- i in to be ascertained by 
a competent accountant, to be ap- 
pointed by Judge Gray, chairman of 
the commission, or by one of tbe 
United States eirevii Judges hoiaing 
court in the city of PhiladPlphla." 

Laying down his address and sur- 
veying the commlKHioners, Mr. Baer 
said that in disputes between capital 
and labor the general public is largely 
in sympathy with labor. It is human, 
he said, and a good trait in the race to 
sympathize with the weak against the 
strong, and therefore, "I can find no 
fault with the criticisms, though they 
are harsh, that have bean mada 
against na."

WAI TO HEB DE MAHP. 

Oennany to Get Her Cash In Five 
Monthly lostallments. 
WaBhlngton, Feb. 12.— At the urgent 

BtiRKPstlon of Baron Von Sternberg, 
tbe German government has agreed to 
waive its demand for a easb payment 

of $840,000, and has arroptod the prop- 
osition of its minister that It receive 
this money firoin Venesuela in five 
monthly instilments, tbe first install- 
ment to be paid two weeks after '.he 
signing of the protocol. This fact has 
been communicated to Mr. Bowen, and 
the German minister hopes '.o have 
bis protocol ready for signature with- 
in tbe next ii hours. 

Germany's rrpudlation of Connt 
Quadt's action, who early in the nego- 
tiations signed with the other nego- 
tiators an agreement to tbe effect that 
the allies would waive cash payment, 
provided a sufficient guarantee was 
offered by Mr. Bowen. has stirred up 
strife between the allies. Although 
the London government is not dis 
posed to alter its protocol, Whleb al- 
ready has received Mr. Bowen's verbal 
approval, Italy Is still considering 
whether nhe will consent to accept 
less than her ally. 

OHIO republioa¥'club3. 

League In Convention at Oolnmbus. 

President's Address. 

Columbus. Feb. 12.— The eighteenth 
annual convention of thr> Slate I.eague 
of Republican clubs convened at the 
Board of Trade auditorium here with 
a light attendance. A number of per- 
sons prominent In the councils of the 
party were prtaenf. 

President Scott Bonbam, in his an- 
nual address euloklsed tbe Junior Ohio 
senator, whose successor will be chos- 
en by the legislature this year. He 
said: "We have learned to love him 
and confide in the strength of hi3 
great character, and we have deter 
mined to deman4 that Marcus A. Han- 
na be his own successor in tbe United 
States senate." In reviewing the work 
of Governor Nash and the legi-slature 
in securing a new municipal code, 
President Bonbam called attention to 
the unusual importance of tha.. ap- 
proaching April elections, from tbe re- 
motest country villages to the metro- 
politan cities. He \nn(Ml the clubs to 
encourage the wearing of carnations 
on McKinley's birthday, and strongly 
advocated tbe renomination of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. There are 260 perma- 
nently organized Republican clubs in 
Ohio, the Railway club at Columbus 
leading with 3,117 members and the 
Blaine club of Cincinnati coming next 
with 2,072 members. The temporary 
clubs durin.g the last presidential elec 
tions swelled tlie number of Repub- 
lican clubs In Ohio to 1.100. 

Icebound Fishermen. 
Channel, Newfoundland, Feb. 12.— 
The revenue cutter Seminole, from 
Boston, has arrived safely at Port 
Rasque. after a terrlfle battle, lasting 
18 Iujuis, with heavy Arctic ice. The 
Seminole Is now 100 mile.s from the 
IniiHisoned fishermen in the Ray 
Islands. Between this point and 
where a dosen or more schooners, 
some American, are held fast !n the 
frozen sea, still luiivier ice muat be 
encountered t iMorc tlie Seminole can 
succeed In reaching her destination. 
The Canadians, who for more than a 
month have endeavored in vain to pen- 
etrate the Icefield, have given up hope 
of reaching thtlr countrymen in the 
Bay of Islands. They tbinlc it Impos- 
sible for tbe Seminole to force bar 
way through the pack of ice, but tbe 
Americans will make the effort after 
coal anri more provisions are added to 
the revenue cutter's stores. 

Disagreement Anticipated. 
Indianapolis. Feb. 12. — Argument in 
the trial of Dr. J. C. Alexander, charg- 
ed with grave robbing, was continued 
before tba jury in the criminal court 
Mr. Spaan began his closing speech 
for the defense wlien the court con- 
vened, and was followed by Mr. Brown 
tor the prosecution. Rumors are rife 
that the Jury will disagree. This opln 
ion Is entertalnM not only by persons 
who have kept in close touch with the 
trial, but by at least two of the attor- 
neys for tbe prosecution. The make- 
up o( tbe Jury was not satisfactory to 
the prosecution when It was complet- 
ed. The pro.si^cution exhausted all its 
challenges and was forced to leave at 
least three men on the Jury who would' 
otherwise have been peremptorily ei- 
eased. ^ 

Both May Marry Again. 
Draaden. Saxony. Feb. 13.— Tbe de- 
cree of divorce granted to Crown 

Prince Frederick permits both parties 
to marry again. The. crown prince ap- 
plied merely for a separation, of Bed 
and boiurd, but tbe former crown prin- 
cess asked for an absolute divorce, 
which the Judges decided they could 
not refuse under the new civil code, 
which King George himself designated 
as governing the proceedings. The 
princess, however, can not marry 
Olron and get recognition of her mar^ 
riaie under tba Oerman law.

Mounttd Men Perpetrate a Bold Job 
Within Sight of Btitte.

Respectable Amount of f'luuder Said 
to Have Been Secured by tbe 
Tbievea- Posses With Blood* 
bounds on tbe Trail. 



Butte. Mont., Feb. 12.— The Burling- 
ton express .\o 6, eastbound, was held 
up shortly after midnight on tbe 
.Northern Pacific tracks, eight miles 
east of this city, near Homestead, by 
mounted men They covered the aides 
of the train with their guns, uncoupled 
the engine, mail and express cars and 
ran them ahead pf the train about two 
mliea. The trainmen ot the passen- 
ger train, after the robbers had left 
with the engine and cars, hastened 
back towards Butte and met an In- 
coming freight "train, the engine ot 
which was uncoupled to run to Butte, 
and the alarm was given. A sheriff 
and posse ami forco ot police have 
left for the scene on a special train. 
The railway officials have asked the 
penitentiary ofllelals at Deer Lodge 
for their bloodhounds. 

Sheriff Quinn and posse, when about 
a mile and a half out of the city, were 
met by Division Superintendent Hoyle, 
who was a passenger on the train held 
up. Superintendent Boyle rushed to 
tbe front of the train when It waa 

stopped by the robbers, hut refrained 
from shootlnK. fearing he would hit 
the trainmen. Every officer In the city 
were called to South Butte, and all ap- 
proaches to the city are carefully 
guarded. 

The train was a double header and 
the engines with the mail and exjiress 
cars were mn about 600 feet ahead of 
tha rest of the train. In a few no* 

ments after the train was stopped 
there were two explosions of dyna- 
mite, which wrecked the exr)rcss cars. 
The roof was blown oft. but no one 
was injured. Reports as to the amount 
of booty secured by the robbers vary. 
The express messenger says that the 
robbers did not get more than $r)00. 
in other quarters It is said the plun- 
der will amount to several thousand 
dollars at least. It Is also said that 
several of the mall pouches were 
rifled. A railway mall cl'-rk wlioso 
name can not he ascertained at pres- 
ent, was shot In the hold-up If Is not 
thought Ills wound Is (Ian;;('rou3.

His Appointment to SDor»(>d Circuit Judge 
MigrPrabable -Vt rkps MaylSMMd 
tlie Najrsrilliaa. 

Washin-oton, Feb. 11.— The possibili- 
ties of tha appointment of Judge A. M. J. 
Oochran, of tbe Eastern Kentucky dis- 
trict, to the Sixth Circuit Judgeship to 
succeed Judge D«y caused a report to-day 
that Internal Revenue Oommiaaloner 
Yerkes will be a can.iidate for Judup 
Cochran's place. Mr. Yerkes, it ia said, 
will have the aopport of Judge Cochran 
in view of the fact that the Commissioner 
was one of the most loyal supporters of 
Judge Cochran whan ha waa • e«MKfiate 
for appointment two years bro, Jiul)je 
Ooebran, it had been thought, would 
recommend District Attorney Tinsley for 
tbe position, but Mr. Yerkes' candidacy 
will probably change his indorsement. 

It irt reported to-ni)jht that the Presi- 
dent has in tbe last few days sounded a 
Bomber of Ohio politicians on the propo- 
sition to give the juiIjieHhip to Kentiiclcy.
